to banish, or take the life of a Mexican cit¬ 
izen, save by process of law. Having been 
subsequently rijected by the Senate, and 
sent back to the House of Representatives 
jfoi reconsideration,it was to be passed by a 
'unanimous vote of tliat body, granting to 
jibe President the power to raise an army 
I of one hundred thousand men, and the ne 
I ce-isary funds, and to have resort to the 
I means which he might deem most condu¬ 
cive to the interests of the nation, and re- 
I quisite to carry his plan into effect. It is 
i understood that the priest party in the con- 
jgress wliich advocated the measure in the 
first instance, for the purpose of enabling 
the president to take measures called for by 
the emergencies of the times, fearing that 
lie might extend these powers to the con¬ 
fiscation of church property to pay the ex- 
pences of the war, have withdrawn their 
support fiom the measure, wishing to 
I confine his powers to the raising of funds 
by the ordinary mode of taxation. Intelli¬ 
gence has been received from Yucatan 
that the whole of that state had pronounced 
for federation. A severe battle was fought 
'at Merida, the capital, between the nation¬ 
al troops and the militia, six thousand of 
Iwliom had obtained arms from Ralize, Hon¬ 
duras. Four hundred men perished in the 
conflict.

< I, Willi^im Johnson, a natural born cit¬ 
izen of Upper Canada, certify that I hold 
a commission in the Patriot service of Up¬ 
per Canada as commander in chief of the 
naval forces and flotilla. I commanded the 
expedition that captured and destroyed the 
steamer Sir Robert Peel—The men under 
my command in that expedition were near- 
ly all natural born English 8ubject8.._the 
exceptions were volunteers for the expedi¬ 
tion. My Head Quarters was on an Island 
in the St. Lawrence, without the jurisdicn 
tion of the United States, at a place named 
by me Fort Wallace. I am well acquain¬ 
ted with the boundary line, & know which 
of the Islands do, and which do not, be¬ 
long to the United States ; and in the se** 
lection of the Island I wished to be posi¬ 
tive and not locate within the jurisdiction 
of the United States, and had reference 
to the decision of the Commissi^^ners under 
the 6th article of the treaty of Ghent, done 
at Utica, in the State of New York, 13th 
June, 1822. I know the number of tlie 
Island, and by that decision it was British 
territory. I yet hold possession of that 
station, and we also occupy a station some 
twenty or more miles from the boundaiy 
line of the United States, in what was her 
Majesty’s dominions until it was occupied 
by us. I act under orders. The object of 
my movements is the independence of the 
Canadas. I am not at war with the comn 
merce or property of the citizens of the 
United States.

Mu* Editor, —I will nieution an inci¬ 
dent, by way of exhibiting the importance 
to the farmer, of an acquaintance witli the 
general principles of philosophy and chem^ 
istry. I am a farmer of the old school, 
and have more land than learning, and more 
faith in economy than skill in invention. 
I have a large piece of meadow, level and 
handsome, which might be thought capa.< 
hie of producing three tons to the acre, 
—and yet is so cold and sour, as we call 
it, that 1 hardly gel one ton. I have ma¬ 
nured it in the most lavish manner ; but 
to very little purpose. It was too wet to 
produce any other crop, even potatoes; 
consequently there would be little use in 
breaking it up and seeding down anew. 
So I concluded to look upon my meadows 
as 1 would upon a cow with two teats, and 
be coniented with my ton to the acre..*««. 
My eldest boy is what they call a scholar— 
so I sent him to college. The second 
year he came home in the spring, and 
Iieard me speak of my sour meadow. He 
examined it, and asked why I did not 
spread upon it a quantity of lime or plas¬ 
ter, ‘ and thus, hy a chemical process, ex¬ 
pel, the acidity ?’ * Go to college with 

vour jargon !* said I.^but the boy talked 
till, 1 for the first time in my life, resolved 
to try an experiment. .4nd 1 tryed it in 
this way: as soon as the grass began to 
start, 1 set apart about an acre of the poor¬ 
est, for the ‘ chemical process.’ Spreading 
thinly a quantity of Plaster of Paris, I 
waited to mark the result. The benefits 
derived from the process were soon too 
obvious not to be discovered; the grass 
looked fresh and thrifty, and could soon be 
distinguished from the rest of the field.... 
When cut it was not only a better quality, 
but nearly a third more in amount, than 
tlie produce of any other acre in the whole 
field. I tried the same experiment on the 
remainder with the addition of a liberal and 
judicious application of manure—-and the 
result was the same as with the aero. The 
boy solved the mystery, by saying that an 
;acid and an alkali, when mingled together, 
produced a fermentation in which both 
were neutralized, and which was favorable 
to the decompositions of such animal and 
vegetable substances as were not readily 
reduced by the common course of nature. 

The case was a simple one—hut it struck 
me as rather singular that my boy could 
study agriculture in college to Votter advan¬ 
tage than I had o/i the farm, I thereupon 
concluded that farming could profitably be 
made a study, and that chemistry and 
philosophy are two of its first and most 
essential branches,

Many of the weeds found in the corn-field, 
are produced from the manure carried into 
it. 

There are many ideas upon this subject, 
whicli will suggest themselves to any one 
who once begins to pay proper attention 
to bis manure. This attention may be car*' 
ried to much greater extent than we have 
suggested and yet be profitable to farmers. 
Let any one make a few experiments up¬ 
on the subject, and the benefits thus deri¬ 
ved will readily suggest tbemselvos, in the 
form of good crops and double profits...-*

Making Manure —If manure is essen¬ 
tial to the fertility of land, a proper degree 
of attention to making and preserving it, 
must be found profitable to the farmer; the 
principal souce is the farmyard. This 
should always slope to the centre, and 
during the spring and summer the drop¬ 
pings of the stock should be daily scraped 
upon the pile which has accumulated there. 
In this way the straw, and all vegetable 
substances in the yard, are put in a way 
to decay, and will ultimately become good 
manure ; wliilo the yaid is kept clean and 
comfortable fur the cattle. Some farmers 
constriict a large vat or cistern in the cen¬ 
tre of the yard, in such a manner that the 
wet, which would otherwise evaporate or 
drain off, collects in it, and thus contributes 
to the decomposition of such substances as 
. are cast intojt. Round this a sttut railing 
; U erected, for the protection of the stock 
. ..;and some have added a small shed to 
secure the manure froni evaporation. Jn 
this way the strength and quality of the 
• manure will be greatly improved, while 
the quantity will be nearly doubled. 

Farmers would find it profitable to spread 
in their yards, during the summer and fall 
, a considerable quantity of loam ; particu^ 
larly where the yard is so located that the 
water drains off. The loam will absorb 
and retain it while by mingling together, 
both are converted into a strong, cheap 
. and profitable manure. All vegetables sub¬ 
stances, such as potatoe and turnip tops, 
weeds of all kinds, ^ (if cut before gone to 
seed, refuse articles of celery, 8cc., Bbould, 
when practicable, be cast into the sty, for 
1 the double purpose of improving both the 
farm and the swine. 

It is a common opinion among farmers, 
that the quality of manure is improved by 
laying long in the yard. It may be so, 
when composed considerably of straw and 
other substances not sufficiently decayed, 
and is collected and sheltered in large piles. 
But by laying spread in the yard, there 
is a little doubt the winter manure will lose 
25 per cent, of its strength during the sum¬ 
mer... particularly where the yard is not 
prepared as above directed, or when loca¬ 
ted on a loose and dry soil. It is steeped 
by continual rains, and the strength is ab>* 
sorbed dr drained off.—We often see the 
farm yard so located that ,more than one 
quarter of the strength of the manure is 
spent on the highway, or runs into some 
brook or drain where it is totally lost. 
But we do not often see this on good farms

Curious Experiment on a Rattle 
Snake. —The following curious facts res¬ 
pecting the ratile^snake are from a letter 
of Judge Samuel Woodruff, to professor 
Silliman. in a number of the American 
Journal of Science. 

Sometime in the month of August I 
went with Mr. T. Kirtland, and Dr. C. 
Dutton, then residing at Poland, to the 
Mahoning, for the purpose of shooting deer, 
at a place where they were in the habit of 
coming to the stones in shoal water. We 
took our watch station on an elevated part 
of the bank, 12 or yards from the edge of 
the water. About an hour after we com¬ 
menced our watch, instead of deer we dis¬ 
covered a rattle snake, which as it appear¬ 
ed lefi his den, in the rocks beneath us, 
and was advancing across a smooth narrow 
sand beach towards the water. It occurred 
tome that an opportunity now offered to 
try the virtues of the white ash leaves. 
Requesting the gentlemen to keep, in my 
absence, a watch over our object, 1 went 
immediately in searcli of the leaves, and on 
a piece of low ground, thirty or forty rods 
back of the river, I soon found, and liy the 
aid of my hunting knife, procured a small 
white ash sapling eight or ten feet in length, 
f|nd with a view to make the experiment 
i|nore satisfactory, 1 cut another sapling of 
ihe sugar maple, and with these wands re 
turned to the scene of action. In order to 
cut off a retreat to iiis den I approached the 
snake in his rear. As soon as I came 
within about seven or eight feet of him, 
he quickly threw his body into a coil, ele 
vated bis head eight or ten inches, & bran 
dished his longue ‘gave note of preparaUon’ 
for combat. 

I first presented him with the white ash, 
placing the leaves on his body. He in^ 
stantly dropped his head to the ground, 
unfolded his coil, rolled over upon his 
back, writhed and twisted his whole body 
into every form hut that of a coil, and ap' 
peared to be in great anguish. Satisfied 
with the trial thus far made, I laid hy the 
white ash. The rattle snake immediately 
lighted, and placed Idmself in the same 
menacing attitude as before described. I 
now presented him the sugar maple. He 
lanced in a moment, sti iking his head into 
a tuft of the leaves ‘ with all the malice of 
the under fiends,* and the next moment, 
coiled and lanced again, darted his whole 
length at each effort with the swiftness of 
an arrow. After repealing this several 
times 1 presented him the white ash. He 
immediately doused his peak, stretched 
himself on his hack in the same manner as 
at the first application; it was proposed to 
try what effect might he produced upon 
his temper and courage hy a little doping 
with the white ash. This was administer 
ed. But instead of arousing him to resent 
ment, it served only to increase his trou¬ 
bles. As the flogging grew more severe, 
the snake frequently struck his head into 
the sand as far as he could thrust it, seem- 
desirous to bore his way into the
